There are now in Chicago the 
fifty-two members of the republican 
national committee, or their proxies, 
together with enough other leaders 
of natfonal prominence to make 
about a hundred in all. At 9 o’clock 
every morning they come together 
in a side room of the big Coliseum, 
the national committeemen formally 
and the others informally. 

The national committee takes up 
the business of settling contests and 


|the room in which they meet takes 


on the appearance of partly a joint 
trial} in a court room and partly 
a joint debate... At the head of the 
room, on a raised Platform, sit the 
chairman and the secretaries. Next 
a the contesting delegations, at 
tables opposite each other/ The rest 
of the room is filled with the com- 
mittee, acting as a kind of jury, 
and the newspaper men. 

Deciding Contests on Merits. 

The contests are occasionally pic- 
turesque, often dull pnd always 
more or less unimportant so far as 
the réal work of the convention is 
eoncerned next week. One gets the 
impression that the contests are de- 
cided on their merits, with a rath- 
er fine judicial spirit. 

Of course, it is true that the re- 
sults of the contests will not defi- 


any one of he candidates, and that 
there is therefore not the incentive 
towards~—strong feeling nor _ the 
temptation to be partisan that ex- 
isted in the famous Taft-Roose- 
Welt contests. _ 

But one. ought not to say this 
without recording also the convic- 
tion that in this,/ as in other re- 
spects, there is an appreciable ad- 
vance in the spirit of propriety and 
dignity. For example, on this oc- 
casion, forthe first time, newspaper 
reporters are admitted to the room 
where the contests are heard. Also, 
it is a fact that when the committee 
occcasionally does seem to divide 
on partisan lines, Lowden seems to

The contests are relatively unim- 
portant. They drone along with 
dull though vehement speeches from 
the contestants and tiresome affida- 
vits.

NEAR $20,000,000 


Permits of First Five 
‘Months of 1920 Total 
$6,600,000, Against $3,- 
500,000 for Same Period 
Last Year. 


(MAY PERMITS SHOW 
_ TOTAL OF $1,210,000 


Two. Million-Dollar Per- 
mits Yet to Be Issued, 
and Scores of Important 
Buildings to Go Up.

If 1920 is not the record year in 


the history of Atianta’s building op- 
erations, it gyill not be the fault of 
ithe first f months which ter- 
i minated on May 31. 

Permits issued by Building In- 
spector C. J. Bowen during that pe- 
riod amounted. to the” enormous 
total of $6,600,000, an increase of 
$3,100,000 over the aggregate of 
permits for the corresponding pe- 
fod of 1919, which totaled only $3,- 
500,000. And yet, Mr. Bowen states, 
1919 was. the record year in the 
city’s history, the past few years of 
which have done so much to win for 
Atlanta the title of “metropols of 
the south.” |. 

The total permits of last year ag- 
Sregated $10,442,000. If. 1920 con- 
tinues to lead its predecessor in the 


»8ame* proportion that its first five 


}months led the initial five months a 
year ago, the total amount of this 
year’s building construction will 
reach $19,690,000, and will -of course 
shatter any record of which Atlanta 
has ever dreamed in all her indug- 
trial life. 

In other words, the grand total of 
1919, which outdistanced records of 
all previous years, will be practi- 
cally.doubled during the present 
year if the remaining seven months 
continue to bring to light commer- 
cial and residence building projects 
on the same gigantic scale that the 
period prior to the first of June has 
established. 9 

The month of May, just passed, 
Saw permits issued in the sum of 
$1,210,000, which was a slight slump 
from April’s heavy record of $1,736,- 
000, although it topped the record of 
May, 1919, by the small margin of 
$40,000. 

These totals do not include some 
of the largest construction work 
which has been projected for the 
current year, such as the plan for 
the million-dollar apartment hotel 
on West Peachtree street between 
Fifth and Sixth streets, now being 
promoted by Asa G. Candler, Jr., 
and the million-dollar annex to the 
Georgian Terrace, which will be 
built by the Whitehead Realty com- 
pany. } 

Office and warehouse buildings 
Pare even a greater necessity to At- 
lanta than hotels and dwellings, ac- 
cording to such a distinguished 
real estate expert as Forrest Adair, 
and it is pretty gafe to say that

PROPOSED TO EXTEND 
SCOPE OF INQUIRY 


Senate Is Asked to Give 
Authority for Committee 
to Investigate Expendi- 
tures in the Presidential 
Campaign Ending in No- 


vember. 


Washington, June 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-The senate com- 
mittee investigation of pre-conven- 
tion presidential campaign activi- 
ties had approached a new phase 
if not a virtual conclusion tonight, 
future developments being in doubt 
pending action in the senate on 
Senator Pomerene’s proposal to 
change radically the scope and pur- 
pose of the inquiry and carry it be- 
yond the November election. 

The resolution would direct the 
committee to investigate “after the 
adjournment of t* democratic na- 
tional convention and before the 
November elections, 1920, the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the sev- 
eral political committees, and the 
receipts<and expenditdres of the 
| campaigns conducted by, and on 
behalf of, or against, the election 
of the several candidates for presi- 
dent and vice president, ian the 
United States senate ‘ and 
make report of their proceedings to 
the senate not later than the first 
Monday in December, 1920.” 

Senator Pomerene is a member of 
the present investigating commit- 
tee. | 

More Light on, Expenditures. 

‘Action on the resolution which 
would bring congressional as well 
as presidential campaigns within 
the committee’s jurisdiction, was 
delayed at the request of Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusétts, republican 
leader. It will come \up tomorrow 
and the committee, pending any al- 
teration of its charter powers, be- 
wan winding up the hearing of wit- 
nesses already summoned, 

The day's sessions were consider- 
ably interrupted by senate votes on 
adjournment, which drew members 
to the floor. Three witnesses were 
heard, however, two of them throw- 
ing additional light on the financ- 
ing of Major General Wood’s cam- 
paign for the republican nomina- 
tion, while the third brought addi- 
tional information as to activities 
for Senator Harding and Governor 
Lowden in Missouri.

Reward of $7,500 
Offered for Baby 


Believed That Baby Is 
Being Held for Ransom. 
Man and Woman Sus- 
pected. / 


‘ Norristown, Pa. June 3.—Re- 


wards amounting to $7,500. have 
been offered in connection with the 
kidnaping of Blakeley Coughlin, 
the 13-months-old child of Mr. and 
Mrs. George M. Coughlin, well-to- 
do residents of this‘place. Yester- 
day when the Montgomery county 
commissioners learned of the 
snatching of the golden-haired in- 
fant from his crib in the middle of 
the night, they offered a reward 
of $1,500 for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the kidnapers. Today the 
parents of the child advertised a 
reward of $6,000 for the return of 
the missing baby. Nothing was 
said in the reward notice about ar- 
resting the perpetrators of the 
crime. 

The father of the stolen child 
expressed the belief today that the 
baby is being held for ransom; The 
county authorities, state and Phil- 
adelphia police tonight had no clue 
to the abductors. The family has 
received one letter purporting ta 
give a clue, but this missive is be< 
lieved to have been written by a 
crank. 

Because they found large and 
small footprints near where the 
ladder stood against the house 
down’which the kidnapers took the 
child, from a second story room, 
the authorities are looking for a 
man and woman. The police have 
also been informed that a strange 
man and woman were seen near 
the house_ several days ago acting 
suspiciovsly. 

State police are investigating a 
story from North Wales, about 20 
miles from. here, to the effect that 
a business partner of Coughlin re- 
ceived a mysterious telephone mes- 
sage early on the morning the child 
was stolen that an automobile in 
which were two roughly dressed 
men, @ woman and a crying baby 
was speeding\ toward Doylstown, 
Bucks county. At that time. the. 
business partnér was not aware of 
the kidnaping. Why such a mes- 
gage was telephoned to him is one 
of the mysteries in’ the case.

GNGRESS VOTES 
TO CLOSE SESSION 
AND STIRS LABOR 


Twenty-Four Senators 
Declare Congress Has 
No Moral Right to Ad- 
journ With Conditions 
as They Are. 


ACTION “INCREDIBLE,” 
SAY RAIL UNION CHIEFS 


Republican ,and Demo- 
cratic Leaders Joined 
Forces to Bring About 
Adjournment Saturday. 
No Extra Session Un- 
less Emergency Arises. 


Washington, June 3.—The resolu- 
tion to end the present session of 
congress Saturday, already ap- 
proved by the house, was adopted 
in the senate today after democratic 
senators had given assurances that 
President Wilson had no present in- 
tion of calling an extra session dur- 
ing the summer. 

Republican and democratic lead- 
ers. joined forces in bringing the 
resolution to passage, but a score of 
senators, thirteen of them repub- 
licans and seven of them democrats, 
made a vigorous fight to attach an 
amendment by which congress 
would reassemble after the nation- 
al political gonventions.” 
|. On-thé final roll call the vote was 
44 to 24, twenty-four democrats 
and twenty repU@licans voting for 
the resolution, and nine democrats 
and fifteen republicans against it. 

Announeement of the president’s 
position, which had heen the cause 
of much disquietude during the 
framing of adjournment plans, was 
made from the senate floor by Sen- 
ator Underwood, of Alabama, the 
admfffS8tration leader. He said he 
had been authorized by Gecretary 
Tumulty to say that Mr. Wilson 
would not call congress back into 
session “unless a grave emergenc 
arises.” 7 

The announcement was contrary 
to the expectations of many of the 
republican senators and some of the 
leaders on. that side still believed 
tonight Senator Underwood's state- 
ment left enough leeway for a spe- 
cial session call should be. presi- 
dent decide it to be advisable after 
the conventions.

LABOR PROTESTS 
ADJOURNMENT. 

Chicago, June 3.—Declaring that 

it is “incredible” that “responsible 


leaders of thé government at Wash- 
ington” should permit of adjourn- 
ment of congress this week ag 
planned, the various railroad labor 
organizations have protested by 
wire to Spokesmen of both political 
parties in Washington. 

The teiegram, signed by the chiof 
executives of the seventeen standard 
recognized labor groups in railroad 
employ, was sent simultaneously ‘to 
President Wilson, Speaker Gillette, 
of the house of representatives, and 
Senator Lodge: 

A “continuation of a do-nothing 
policy” indicated by adjournment 
plans, said the telegram, “invites 
political chaos and business disas- 
ter.” 


The telegram, ag sént, was made 
public today following a meeting 
of the railroad labor executives be- 
fore the railroad labor board which 
for some days has been hearing 
their contentions for increased 
wages. The text of the message is 
as follows: 

“As the responsible heads of rail- 
raod labor organizations, represent- 
ing more than 2,000,000 workers, 
we protest most earnestly and most 
emphatically against the proposed 
adjournment of congress next Sat- 
urday in accordance with the plan 
reported in the public press. 
“Congress Has Done Nothing.” 
“We call attention to the fact 
that despite the revelations as to 
the profiteering scandal, congress 
has done nothing to check the evil 
or to punish the evildoers; that the 
cost of living continues to advance 
without a single remedial measure 
having been passed and that there 
has not been even serious consid- 
eration of constructive legislation 
dealing with -the serious problem 
of industrial unrest. - 

‘In the circumstances it appears 
to us incredible that the responsi- 
ble leaders of the government at 
Washington can assent to this seem- 
ing agreement to continuation of a 
do-nothing policy, which means that 
the grave economic problems of the 
eople are to be made the plaything 
of politics and politicians for the 
next five months. 

“It invites political chaos and 
business disaster. Congress should 
remain in session.”

S PAD T0 DAVIS 


) Impressive Services Mark. 


Birthday of Only Presi- 
dent of Southern Con- 
federacy at Meeting on 
Thursday. 


~ 


Due and loving tribute was paid 
to the memory of Jefferson Davis, 
president of the SoutNern Confed- 
eracy, at a n@eting in the senate 
chamber at the state capitol yea- 
terday, his birthday, the exercises 
being participate in by Confe.Jer- 
ate Veterans, Daughters of the Cun- 
federacy and the Confederate Wom- 
en’s Memorial association. 

Hooper Alexander, United States 
district attorney, was the orator of 


the occasion, and the program in- 
cluded a number of southern songs 


and recitations. 

In referring to the speech which 
Mr. Davis made in Atlanta in 1886 
on the occasion of the unveiling of 
the Ben Hill monument, which now 
stands in the rotunda of ‘the cap- 
itol, the speaker declared that much 
of it was pertinent to political con- 
ditions today. 

He said that Mr. Davis, who had 
been hampered in his policy and 


abused by members of the confed- 
erate congress, paid a very feeling 
tribute to Hill, who as a member of 
the confederate senate, had not al- 
lowed personal animosities or self- 


ish considerations to influence him, 
but had unswervingly uphéld the 
hands of the administration in its 
tremendous tasks, 

While the orator did not mention 
any names in his application of the | 
speech of Mr. Davis to present po- 
litical conditions, the allusion to 
the senior senator from Georgia, 
with whom the district attorney has 
broken entirely, was too patent to 
be missed by any of the audience. 

Davis Maligned Man. 

He declared that Mr. Davis was 
the most maligned man who ever 
lived with the possible exception of 
wJesus Christ. n tha, twenty years 
of, his retirement following the war, 
maledictions of the vilest charac- 
ter were poured upon his head and 
his own people scarcely dared de- 
fend him. 

“Then came the invitation to 


fa soul on-earth. 


leave his home on the banks of the 
Mississippi and make a trip 
through the south to Richmond, 
stopping at various cities en youte,” 
he said. “Such a triumphal progress 
has never been given any man in 
this or any other country. Our peo- 
ple lined the route of his journey 
in thousands and it is a literal fact 
that the railway over which he 
traveled was almost paved with 
flowers strewn by the children of 
the south who gathered along his 
path. : 

“I witnessed the ovation given 
him in Atlanta, and as one of the 
marshals of the occasion, had a 
g00d opportunity to judge the size 
of the crowd, and I cdn say that I 
have never seen much a mass of 
people as camefrom al! pats of the 
ec? to honor Mr. Davis on that 

ay 

The speaker described the meet- 
ing which he witnessed then be- 
tween Mr. Davis and General Long- 
street, who had been old-time ene- 
mies. When General Longstreet 
mounted the stand on which Mr. 
Davis was to speak, the two old 
confederates, forgetting -past dif- 
ferences, threw themselves’ into 
each other’s arms. 

! Unselfish Character. 

He declared that Jefferson Davis 
never did an act or gave utterance 
to a word jin all of his life which 
would bring the blush of shame to 
Everything he did 
was prompted by an unselfish pur- 
pose to serve his people and lighten 
their trials. 

The speaker went at some length 
into the history of the eontroversy 
which divided the union to demon- 
strate that the south did not fight 
for slavery, but solely for the right 
to settle their own domestic affairs 
as they saw best. 

In conclusion, he paid a ringing 
tribute to Lee and Jackson, who, with 
Davis, he said, constituted the great 
trinity of the confederacy. What- 
ever version unbiased history may 
give of the controversy, he said, 
when time has extinguished every 
ember of passion engendered by it, 
the record of these three men will 
stand above reproach. And they 
were only the outstanding expres- 
sion of the spirit of the men who 
tfhade up the rank and file of the 
confederacy. The speaker was 
greeted with warmth by the old sol- 
diers, who voted that he furnish 
them a copy of his address to be 
printed in their proceedings. 

M. C. Kellock, commander of Camp 
159, U. Cc. V., presided over the cere- 
monies, which were opened.by sing- 
ing averse from “America,” and 
prayer by the post chaplain, Rev.

The early date set for the white 
primary election by the city demo- 
cratic executive committee has ne- 
cessitated an equally early registra- 
tion of both the men and the wom- 
en, who will cast their ballots ta- 
gether for mayor this summer for 
the first time in the history of the 
city. 

EE as the municipal offl-

The women will be registered by

Can- 
ilidates may pay their assessment 
fees at any time before 12 o'clock 
on July 15.

Would Contest Senatorship 
With Democratic Nominee 
Before White Voters. - 


With the declaration that he 


wishes his candidacy passed on only 
by the white voters of the state, 
Harry Stillwell Edwards, of Macon, 
progressive party nominee for Unit- 
ed States senator, has addressed a 
letter to Chairman J. J. Flynt, of 
the state democratic executive com- 
mittee, asking that a white primary 
be arranged for him to run off with 
the democratic nominee or that his 
name be placed on the primary tick- 
et in September. : . 

His proposal is interesting and 
unique. He frankly admits that he 
is a republican in national politics 
and that he would not agree to have 
the primary bind him further than 
the result in the senatorial cam- 
paign. Judge Flynt could not be 
reached over long @istance _ tele- 
phone last night and his views on 
the proposition could not be ob- 
tained. It would require action by 
the full subcommittees or seven, em- 
powered to make all rules and reg- 
ulations for the September primary, 
to act on Mr. Edwards’ request, 
however. 

The proposition is expected to 
raise the question whether anyone 
shall be allowed to run in the dem- 
ocratic primary unless he pledges 
himself to support the democratic 
platform and to vote for the nomi- 


tion in the November election. / 


| Mr. Edward’s writes that he is 
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without personal political ambition, 
and that should the coming election 
put a republican administration in 


power at Washington, Georgia would 
be represented in the upper house 
by one in eympathy with the “tra- 
ditional Americanism of the Repub- 
lican Party” if he (Edwards) were 
that representative. After stating 
Georgia’s needs, from the national 
viewpoint, Mr. Edwards says it is 
his belief that, if elected to the sen- 
atorship, he would be “of more than 
ordinary value” to the state, but 
that he wishes to serve only when 


called by the ballots of the people of 
his own race, adding that his party 
platform pledges white supremacy, 
as set forth in his letter of accept-

In concluding his letter, he says:

I shall ap- 
peal direct to the ness men and women 
of all communities and endeavor to present 
sound reasons for a political change in the 
senatorial repreesntation.
